Paris, Nov. 7.—News that a German 
white flag party had left for the front 
,made a deep 
impression 
In France 


where the prompt action of the Ger- 
man government took the public by 
surprise. The last lingering doubt as 
to Germany's sincerity in asking for 
the allies terms for an armistice still 
held in certain quarters seemed to be 
removed. 
On the contrary the impression now 


held is that Germany is really worse 
off than is generally believed. 
In the mean time the allied troops 
are giving the enfeebled enemy no 
rest, who are. deserting their,, last .rer 
nminlTig~'aIly -(the -wcatherV-the rain 
fell -in sheets yestera"ay) the retreat 
of the Germans verges previously near 
a rout.
